Mr.  Daniel  having  quitted  the  Chair,  it  was  resolved  : — 

That  the  best  Thanks  of  this  Meeting  be  given  to 
Thomas  Daniel,  Esq.  for  his  kindness  in  presiding  on 
this  occasion,  and  also  for  his  long-continued  and  valuable 
services  to  this  Institution. 


R E P O R T. 


T HE  Members  incorporated  to  manage  and  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  in  Bristol, 
having  for  its  object  the  care,  instruction,  and  im- 
provement of  tire  Blind,  will  doubtless  partake  of 
the  gratification  enjoyed  by  their  Committee,  who, 
in  rendering  an  account  of  their  pleasing  labours 
in  the  cause  of  the  charity,  are  enabled  to  declare 
their  conviction  of  the  increasing  interest,  with 
which  its  benevolent  purpose  is  regarded  by  the 
Public.  This  interest  is  shown  by  the  additions  to 
the  annual  and  life  Subscriptions,  and  by  a liberal 
testamentary  Bequest*  made  in  the  past  year. 

The  Committee  have  also  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  orderly  conduct,  and  progress  in  knowledge 
both  of  moral  duty,  and  of  the  useful  Arts  taught  at 
the  Asylum,  which  the  majority  of  the  pupils  in  it 
have  displayed.  Little  need  has  arisen  for  the 
exercise  of  any  extraordinary  discipline,  though 
one  inmate  has  been  dismissed  in  consequence  of  a

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refusal  to  conform  10  the  established  regulations. 
At  the  termination  of  the  year  1834,  there  were 
in  the  Institution  39  Individuals,  26  Males,  and  13 
Females,  a number  exceeding  that  of  the  preceding 
year;  nine  pupils  having  been  admitted,  while  only 
three  have  left  the  Asylum. 

The  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been  direct- 
ed to  the  suggestion  in  the  last  Report,  respecting 
the  introduction  of  improved  methods,  and  a more 
extended  course  of  instruction ; they  have  not  how- 
ever found  it  practicable  yet  to  effect  any  alteration  ' 
of  this  nature,  but  they  expect  much  valuable  as- 
sistance on  those  points,  when  the  result  of  the  in- 
quiry begun  by  the  Society  for  the  encouragement 
of  Arts  in  Scotland,  shall  have  been  ascertained ; 
because  that  Society  has  entered  with  laudable  zeal 
on  a careful  scrutiny  into  the  merits  of  numerous 
modes,  which  have  beeu  submitted  to  it,  for  facili- 
tating the  means  of  communicating  knowledge  to 
the  Blind  through  the  process  of  reading.  It  is  pro- 
posed tohave  such  a type  contrived, for  them,  as  will, 
without  occupying  too  large  a space,  be  of  easy 
comprehension ; and  the  Society  referred  to  has 
consulted  eminent  gentlemen  in  this  country  on 
the  schemes  which  have  been  laid  before  it,  in  or- 
der to  become  sufficiently  informed  on  their  respec- 
tive excellencies,  previously  to  its  award  of  a prize 
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for  tlie  most  deserving  of  them.  It  does  not  seem 
necessary  for  the  Committee,  in  the  present  favour- 
able condition  of  this  Institution,  to  detain  the 
Members  of  it  by  an)’  further  details,  than  those 
which  will  naturally  be  looked  for  with  relation  to 
the  New  Asylum,  now  generally  understood  to  be 
in  contemplation,  and  in  fact  commenced  on  the 
spot  assigned  for  the  same  at  the  top  of  Park- 
street,  in  this  City.  It  will  be  recollected,  that 
the  Report  confirmed  at  the  Annual  Meeting, 
in  May  last,  intimated  a Design  to  erect  a 
Building  capable  of  accommodating  80  or  100 
pupils.  With  a view  to  the  providing  of  such  an 
Edifice  and  an  attached  Chapel,  several  Meetings 
of  a Sub-Committee,  appointed  for  that  especial 
business,  were  held,  at  which  every  matter  that 
appeared  to  demand  consideration,  touching  the 
arrangements  of  the  building,  was  fully  discussed 
and  deliberated  upon,  with  the  aid  of  the  explana- 
tions and  advice  of  Mr.  Rickman,  and  his  late 
partner,  who  toqk  great  pains  to  fulfil  the  wishes 
of  the  Sub-Committee.  These  communications, 
with  the  preparation  of  the  documents  to  which 
they  were  introductory,  unavoidably  consumed 
much  time,  but  they  led  to  the  production  of  plans 
of  the  Asylum  and  Chapel,  which,  in  regard  to  the 
style  of  architecture,  and  the  accommodations,  were 
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unexceptionable.  Still  the  Sub-Committee  enter- 
tained apprehensions  on  the  topic  of  expence; 
fearing,  from  the  extent  of  building  delineated,  that 
a larger  outlay  would  be  called  for  by  it  than  might 
be  sanctioned  by  the  Committee.  Mr  Rickman’s 
estimate  of  the  work,  described  on  the  plans,  subse- 
quently proved  that  their  fears  were  well  founded; 
and  this  difficulty  compelled  a fresh  investigation, 
by  which  the  Sub-Committee  were  brought  to  the 
conclusion,  that,  after  contracting  the  sleeping  ac- 
commodations to  the  scale  of  70  instead  of  100  pu- 
pils, retaining  however  day -rooms  capacious  enough 
for  the  reception  of  100,  and  after  pressing  upon  the 
Architect  the  propriety  of  dispensing  with  every  or- 
nament of  an  expensive  kind,  the  sum  of  £12,000 
would  be  required  for  the  building  and  its  appen- 
dages, but  the  cost  of  excavating  its  site  was  not 
computed  in  that  sum.  To  meet  the  latter  expence, 
calculated  at  little  less  than  £2000,  it  was  deemed 
advisable  to  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  present 
Asylum,  with  the  adjacent  house,  when  they  could 
be  conveniently  sold. 

Mr.  Rickman  perfected  plans  conformable  to  his 
final  instructions,  and  the  Sub-Committee,  feeling 
that  his  arrangements  could  not  be  varied  without 
materially  diminishing  the  utility  of  the  undertak- 
ing, recommended  strongly  their  adoption. 
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The  opinion  of  the  Sub-Committee  being  corro- 
borated by  an  unanimous  decision  of  the  General 
Committee,  such  Sub-Committee  was  authorized  to 
take  measures  for  carrying  that  decision  into  etfect. 

They  accordingly  gave  due  public  notice  ‘of 
their  intention  to  receive  offers  for  the  work,  which 
was  answered  by  the  delivery  of  many  tenders  for 
the  different  departments  of  it,  and  on  a strict  ex- 
amination of  them,  on  the  19th  of  March  last,  the 
following  contractors  were  fixed  upon — viz.  Messrs. 
Higgs  and  Godwin,  Masons ; Messrs.  George 
Monk  and  Son,  Carpenters;  Mr.  ffm.  Stevens, 
Iron  Founder;  Mr.  Wm.  Edkins,  Painter;  Mr. 
Thomas  E.  Grindon,  Slater;  Mr.  James  Gibbs, 
Plumber;  Messrs.  W.  and  J.  Baker,  Plasterers; 
and  Mr.  Daniel  Gibbs,  Glazier.  The  total  amount 
of  the  accepted  estimates  was  .£13,0-18  15 s,  and, 
although  the  same  exceeds  the  Sum  previously 
thought  probable,  and  does  not  include  commission 
and  contingencies,  it  was  the  decided  impression 
of  the  Sub-Committee  and  of  the  General  Committee 
at  a Meeting  convened  to  determine  the  question, 
and  likewise  of  Mr.  Rickman,  that  the  quantity  of 
work  comprehended  in  the  plans,  and  the  specifi- 
cation annexed  to  them,  could  not  be  substantially 
performed  at  a less  price  than  that  agreed  to  be 
given.  Acting  on  this  persuasion,  and  relying  on

the  source  already  pointed  out,  for  a supply  of  the 
cost  of  excavation,  the  Committee  have  had  the 
contract  for  the  erection  thus  approved  of  execu- 
ted ; and  they  will  close  their  Report  with  express- 
ing a belief,  that,  on  the  expiration  of  the  term  of 
about  2 Years  and  6 Months,  limited  by  the  speci- 
fication drawn  up  by  Mr.  Rickman  for  the  comple- 
tion of  it,  the  Members  of  this  Institution  will  be  in 
possession  of  an  Asylum,  admirably  suited  to  the 
wants,  and  fitted  to  diffuse  the  benefits,  of  so  noble 
a foundation.  In  conjunction,  also,  with  a building 
proposed  to  be  erected  adjoining  for  another  charity, 
on  a similar  plan,  the  Committee  indulge  the  hope, 
that,  not  merely  will  the  objects  of  this  Institution 
be  promoted  and  enlarged,  but  a structure  will  be 
raised  of  an  ornamental  character,  and  worthy  of 
the  opulence  and  importance  of  the  City  of  Bristol. 
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LAWS  AND  REGULATIONS. 


By  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and  passed  in  the  second 
year  of  the  Reign  of  his  present  Majesty,  King  William 
the  Fourth,  intituled,  “ An  Act  for  better  governing 
and  regulating  an  Institution  in  the  City  of  Bristol,  call- 
ed and  known  by  the  name  of,  ‘The  Bristol  Asylum,  or. 
School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind ” it  is  enacted,  that 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  the  said  Act,  there  shall 
be  a Corporation,  with  perpetual  succession,  for  the 
admission  and  employment  of  Blind  Persons  ; and 
that  every  person  who  has  contributed,  or  shall  here- 
after contribute,  the  sum  of  Ten  Pounds  at  any  one 
time  as  a Donation,  and  also  that  every  person  who 
shall  annually  subscribe  One  Pound  and  One  Shil- 
ling, (so  long  as  such  annual  subscription  shall  be  con- 
tinued) shall  be  respectively  members  thereof.  And 
that  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer,  and 
Members  of  the  said  Institution,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
thereby  declared  to  be,  one  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of,  “ The  President,  Vice-Pre- 
sidents, Treasurer,  and  Members  of  the  Bristol  Asylum, 
or.  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind,"  with  a common 
seal ; and  that  by  that  name  they  may  sue  and  be  sued. 
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in  all  or  any  Courts,  or  Court  of  Record,  and  all  places 
of  Judicature  within  this  kingdom.  And  that  they 
may  hold  and  retain  the  houses  and  buildings  now  be- 
longing to  the  Institution,  and  also  purchase,  and 
thenceforth  hold  and  enjoy,  any  other  houses  and 
buildings,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  not 
exceeding  six  acres  within  the  City  of  Bristol,  or  with- 
in two  miles  of  the  Exchange  of  the  same  City  ; and 
shall  and  may  hold,  possess,  and  retain,  all  monies, 
securities,  chattels,  and  effects,  as  are  now  belonging 
to,  and  as  shall  be  paid,  given  or  bequeathed  to,  or 
purchased  for  the  said  Institution,  to  be  holden  by 
them  and  their  successors  for  ever,  for  the  purposes  of 
the  said  Institution,  without  incurring  any  of  the  pe- 
nalties or  forfeitures  of  the  Statutes  of  Mortmain. 

That  all  bodies  politic,  corporate,  &c.  and  other  incapa- 
citated persons,  shall  have  power  to  sell  lands  to  the 
said  Corporation,  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Charity. 

That  this  Corporation  may  sell  the  houses  and  buildings 
uow  belonging  to  the  Institutiou,  and  also  all  houses, 
buildings,  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  which 
they  may  hereafter  purchase. 

That  this  Corporation  may,  and  they  are  thereby  empow- 
ered to  bind  apprentice  or  apprentices,  servant  or 
servants,  all  or  any  of  the  children  received  under  their 
care,  to  any  of  the  persons  employed  to  instruct  the 
children  in  their  own  premises,  for  such  time  as  they 
shall  think  fit,  so  as  no  such  child  shall  be  obliged  to 
serve  in  such  apprenticeship,  after  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years. 

That  a General  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Donors  and  Sub-

scribers  shall  be  holden,in  the  said  Institution  or  Asy- 
lum, or  such  other  place  in  the  City  of  Bristol  as  the 
Committee  shall  think  fit,  on  or  within  seven  days  next 
after  the  first  day  of  May  in  each  year,  at  Twelve 
o’Clock  at  Noon 3 at  which  Meeting  the  Donors  and 
Subcribers  then  assembled  shall  elect  from  amongst  the 
Donors  and  Subscribers,  under  the  limitations  and  pro- 
visions of  the  Act,  a President,  two  Vice-Presidents,  and 
a Treasurer;  and  also  a Committee  for  transacting  and 
managing  the  affairs  of  the  Institution 3 and  two  auditors 
of  Accounts  for  the  year  ensuing.  And  the  said  Com- 
mittee shall  consist  of  fifteen  of  the  said  Donors  and 
Subscribers,  (exclusive  of  the  President,  Vice-Presi- 
dents and  Treasurer,  for  the  time  being)  3 and  that 
the  Members  of  the  Committee  then  going  out  of  office, 
shall  be  eligible  to  be  re-elected.  And  that  such  Ge- 
neral Annual  Meeting  shall  have  full  power  and  autho- 
rity to  direct  the  Committee  to  carry  into  effect  any 
measure  which  shall  appear  necessary  or  expedient. 

That  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call  a Special 
General  Meeting,  on  giving  seven  days’  notice,  in  two 
or  more  of  the  Bristol  Newspapers. 

That  all  Questions  shall  be  decided  by  vote  3 and  in  case 
of  an  equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have  an 
additional  or  casting  vote. 

That  certain  persons  in  the  said  Act  named  shall  be,  and 
they  are  thereby  appointed,  President,  Vice-Presidents, 
Treasurer,  Auditors,  and  Committee,  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration, until  the  Annual  Meeting  in  May,  1833. 

That  a Clergyman  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and 
Ireland  shall  be  elected  to  be  Chaplain,  at  every  Gene- 
ral Annual  Meeting. 
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That  the  Committee  for  the  time  being  shall  meet  once 
in  every  month  3 any  five  of  whom  to  be  a quorum,  for 
the  purpose  of  transacting  and  managing  the  affairs  of 
the  said  Institution. 

That  the  said  Committee  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  make  such  Bye-Laws,  Rules,  and  Regulations,  for 
the  general  management  of  the  Institution,  and  for 
the  admission,  employment,  and  removal,  of  the  Pupils, 
as  they  6hall  think  fit ; and  with  power  to  alter,  vary, 
or  repeal,  such  Bye-Laws,  &c.  when,  and  as  often  as 
they  shall  think  necessary.  And  also  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  any  persons  to  be  Physician,  Surgeon,  Apo- 
thecary, Secretary,  Solicitor,  Matron,  Superintendent, 
Collector,  or  other  Officers,  and  also  teachers  and  ser- 
vants j and  from  time  to  time  to  suspend  or  remove 
them,  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead  j and  to  pay 
such  salaries,  wages,  and  allowances,  as  they  shall 
think  reasonable.  And  shall  have  power  to  depute 
any  of  the  Donors  or  Subscribers  to  be  Visitors  of  the 
Institution.  And  that  the  said  Committee  shall  have 
the  management  and  application  of  the  property,  yearly 
and  other  income  ; and  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
Common  Seal,  with  power  to  affix  the  same  to  such 
instruments  as  they  shall  think  fit,  w7ith  a proviso, 
that  in  case  the  majority  of  the  Donors  and  Subscri- 
bers, at  a General,  Annual,  or  Special,  General  Meet- 
ing, shall  enter  into  any  resolutions  for  the  direction  of 
the  Committee,  shall  be  binding  on  and  carried  into 
effect  by  the  said  Committee. 

That  the  said  Treasurer,  and  other  persons  having  monies, 
or  securities  for  money,  or  any  books,  papers,  or  wri- 
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tings,  in  his  or  their  hands  respectively,  shall  pay, 
transfer,  and  deliver  over  the  same,  to  any  person,  or 
persons,  as  any  such  General  Annual  or  Special  Gene- 
ral Meeting,  or  the  said  Committee,  shall  direct. 

That  every  Collector  or  Receiver  of  Donations  or  Sub- 
scriptions, shall  give  true  and  correct  accounts  of  all 
the  monies  which  he  shall  have  received,  and  shall  pay 
all  such  monies  as  shall  remain  in  his  hands  to  such 
person  or  persons  as  shall  be  appointed  to  receive  the 
same. 

That  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  shall  from  time  to 
time,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  Commit- 
tee, lay  out  and  invest  all  monies  which  shall  be  given 
devised,  or  bequeathed  to  and  for  the  charitable  ends 
and  purposes  in  the  said  Act  mentioned,  or  any  part 
thereof,  other  than  and  except  so  much  thereof  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  Institution  shall  call  for  the  applica- 
tion or  expenditure  of,  in  any  of  the  public  funds  of 
Great  Britain,  or  at  interest  in  Government  Securities, 
or  on  mortgage  of  freehold  lands  in  England  or  Wales, 
in  the  name  of  the  said  Corporation. 
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The  Manner  of  applying  for  Admission,  and  the 
Engagement  to  he  entered  into  by  the  Friends 
of  the  Pupils. 


Any  person  desirous  of  applying  for  the  admission  of 
a Pupil,  may  have  printed  papers  of  Questions  and  En- 
gagement at  the  Asylum,  in  the  following  form,  to  which 
answers  in  writing  are  required,  attested  as  therein  spe- 
cified ; and  the  paper,  when  properly  filled  up,  must  be 
sent  (post  paid)  to  Mr.  William  Jones,  Secretary,  at 
the  Asylum,  Lower  Maudlin  Lane,  Bristol,  in  order  to  its 
being  laid  before  the  Committee.  It  is  required  that  the 
Parish,  or  friends  of  the  pupil  shall  contribute  a weekly 
allowance  towards  his  or  her  maintenance  ; and  if  the 
parish  or  friends  be  at  a distance  from  Bristol,  then  some 
respectable  housekeeper  in  Bristol  must  become  respon- 
sible for  the  regular  payment  of  the  sum  stipulated.
